Washington—Examination of the 


text of the farm relief bill completed 
by the house committee on agricul- 
ture has revealed so many revolu- 
tionary principles In the field of fed- 
eral legislation that Speaker Long- 
worth's hopes of a brief session may 
go glimmering as the debate becomes 
extended. 


The preamble of the proposed bill 


declarfcs "The policy of congress" to 
be to promote "effective merchandis- 
ing" of agricultural commodities and 
"to protect, control and stabilize the 
current' of intercalate „ and foreign 
commerce." 
Congress 
would en- 


deavor to accomplish this "by min- 
imizing speculation, preventing . in- 
efficient and wasteful 
methods of 


distribution and limiting undue and 
excessive price fluctuations" and by 
aiding "in .preventing and control- 
ii.g surpluses in any 
agricultural 


commodity through orderly produc- 
tion and distribution so as to main- 
tain advantageous domestic markets 
an<" prevent such surpluses from un- 
duly depressing1 prices of, the com- 
modity." 


These-principles express the hopes 


and aspirations of the- group who 
for so many years have sponsored 
tho McNary-Haugen bill, but • the 
new measure suggests a method "dlJ- 
•ferent from the equalization fee in 
carrying out the purposes ot:; those 
who want agriculture "placed on an 
equality with other Industries." 


HAS MANY OPPONENTS 


There are many in congress who 


do not want to so that far, who are 
averse to seeing the government un- 
dertake to "control" prices of farm 
products because the precedent,in 
their Judgment would be dangerous 
and would open the way to price 
control of products in all industries 
engaged In interstate and 
foreign 


commerce. They fear, in other words 
that industry, some day, may be 
placed on an equality with asricul 
tuve.

late prohibition in any sense: there 
will be no enforcement of obligatory 
abstinence. State and city govern- 
ments, agrarian and labor organiz- 
ations, and civic bodies throughout 
the country merely were besought in 
u. statement to start an 
anti-drink 


campaign Immediately. 


The chief points on the program 


suggested by tho president wero ro- 
fueal by city and state governments 
to Handlon now "vice centers," not 
even to replace those closed, require- 
ment of one hour a week In all pub- 
lic schools to IcctureH on the rum 
evil, and development of sports to 
take MoxIcan'H minds off of vice.

the difficulties of agriculture cannot 
be cured in a day nor can they all be 
cured by legislation nor by1 the federal 
government alone. Every effort along 
the line contemplated is an experiment 
and experience will point the Avay 
to further advance. 


Coming to the question of tariff revi- 


sion the president makes this impor- 
tant 
statement: 
"In determining 


changes in our tariff we must not fail 
to take into account the broad interests 
of the country as a whole, and such 
interests include our trade relations 
with other countries. It is obviously 
imwisc protection which sacrifices a 


v greater amount "of employment in cx- 
. ports to'gain a less amount of employ- 


ment from imports." This may or may 
not have a special application to our 


' commercial relations with Canada, yet 


it embraces the principle of reciprocity 


t" which would, conserve our export trade 


L by a reasonable application of import 
f, duties. 
^ 
The president seems to be impressed 


vith the need of revision in the'admin- 


cjstrati\c phases of the tariff rather than 


ft specific schedules. -In approaching 


tariff changes, therefore, the adminis- 
tration may be expected to consider 
thetr effects upon our markets abroad. 
He is not at all definite with regard to 
increasing duties'on agricultural prod- 
ucts. 
We gather from his message 


that he would prefer to make more 
practical and effective the flexible tariff 
scheme, which up to this time has not 
worked with entire satisfaction. He ob- 
serves that by strengthening the tariff 
commission and by framing a formula 
which will insure rapid and accurate 
determination of needed changes, such 
alterations in the tariff as may be re- 
quired "can well be left to action by the 
commission, which at the same time 
will give complete security to industry 
for the future." 


In conclusion the president requests 


.congress in addition to farm and tariff 
legislation to provide for the decennial 
census, -^apportionment of ~ congres- 
sional representation and suspension ofs 
the national origins clause of the im- 
migration act of 1924. 


SETTLING REPARATION 


CLAIMS 


Notwithstanding Germany, through 


Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, protests that the 
reparations "minimum" of the allies is' 
beyond its capacity to pay, indications 
are not wanting that the conference of 
experts in Paris will be_successful. If it 
is a difficult problem for a disinterest- 
ed commission of the world's leading 
financiers and economists to judge the 
equities of the allies' claims and Ger- 
many's obligations, it is obviously a 
subject about which the world at large 
can have no intelligent opinion. 
Be- 


tween the conflicting positions of the 
two parties it is the duty of these ex- 
perts to arrive at <t fair and just judg- 
ment. 


The'-reparations claims as reported 


by the press- dispatches have been fixed 
at a total" stim -of $24,000,000,000, to.be 
paid over a long period oi years. It has 
been computed 'that it represents a 
principal amount of about $10,000.000,- 
000 with interest over the period of 
payments. This is far above-the total 
of $7,000,000,000 Germany hoped to 
get off. with, while'on the other hand it 
isj materially less than the maximum 
fixed by the Dawes commission '-and 
about one-fifth of the sum France orig- 
^inally expected to receive. • 
"* Jt would seem "that the proposals of 


the allies afford'at least "a basis of 
negotiation. It would be foolish and 
futile* for France to impose upon Gcr-~ 
many terms which her resources do not 
permit of liquidation. Nobody, how-" 
. ever, expects to, sec this happen. The 
commission-of experts i& designed to 
safeguard the rights and equities of'all 
'parties conccrnc'd, and that should be 
the principle on \diich final decision or 


1 recommendations are made. 


The whole method of handling the 


reparations problem 
has been fayor- 


•able to Germany, in that there is post- 
ponement until more than ten years 
-after the close-of the war of final settle- 
ment of the question of the total in- 
demnity she is to pay, together 
Avith 


the annuities. Naturally time has soft- 
ened bitterness of the war and the spir- 
it in which accommodations are to be 
considered. It has helped materially to 
promote recognition of realities by 
both sides and a willingness to be 
bound by reason and justice. No One 
wishes to sec Germany hopelessly 
crippled by the war indemnity she is 
•compelled to' assume. Such a course 
would defeat its own ends, while its 
moral effects 
upon the 
relations of 


France and Germany would be even 
more disastrous. 


International opinion will be inclined 


to accept the judgment of the experts 
as a fair settlement of the reparations 
controversy irrespective of the claims 
of the parties themselves. It would be 
a fine thing if France and her associ- 
ates were to consent to a modification 
of the war guilt clause in the Versailles 
treaty as a part of the understanding 
now in process of adjustment. 
This 


would probably help more than any- 
thing else to bring about a genuine and 
enduring rapprochement between the 
two nations. There arc other things at 
s>take besides the amount of money 
Germany, is to pay and the amounts 
those \\ho defeated her in the war arc 
to rccchc.

VIRGINIA SECEDES - 


On April'17. 1861. Virginia, wJth'the exception 


of the counties which later became the state of 
West Virginia, passed an.ordinance of secession. 


The action followed President Lincoln's proc- 


lamation of two days before^ calling for the as- 
sembling ofs 75,000 troops'-frbin states loyal to 
the Union. The proclamation had made it impos- 
sible for Virginia to delay uny Iwnger the taking 
of a...definite stand, although just two weeks be- 
fore the convention had refused to secede'by a 
vote of S9 to 43. The ordinance acted upon 6S 
years, ago today, however, passed by a vote of 
SS to 55 and was ratified by the 'people by a large 
majority. 


The refusal of the western counties to -join 


the others as allies of the Confederacy was not 
the 
first dissension between the two sections. 


From pro-revolutionary days, friction existed be- 
tween them. .

On the same day that Virginia s>ccedcd,( Jeffer- 


son Davis issued one of his first proclamations 
as president of the •Confederacy. It called for 
owners of ships to %oluuteer them to the service 
of the 'southern states. 
President Lincoln re- 


sponded with a proclamation announcing a block- 
ade of Confederate ports.

Dexter re»d the or- 
ders himself to the remnant of the 
army, then waiting at Newburgh for 
the British to evacuate the city of 
New Yorkr- 


"It is known 
that Brig. Gen. 


James Clinton was with the troops 
during their march down to the city 
and during the evacuation.' I see no 
reason [to doubt the truth of these 
two endorsements." 


FEW COPIES 


Fitzpatrick further says that the 


orders were sent In a"letter from tt- 
Col. David Cobb, aide de camp to 
Washington. There is a copy of the 
orders_ by Cobb in the Washington 
manuscript in the library of Con- 
gress. 


"The endorsement that these were 


the orders," he says, "that is, the 
paper from which the orders were 
road to tho army, November 2, 17S3,-

Transfer company of Chicago and 
the Yellow Taxi Corporation of New 
Tork and a substantial interest in 
the Chicago Yellov Cab company. 


It is estimated that other cities 


to be joined in the proposed* chain 
will shortly bring the number of ve- 
hicles under control of this company 
to 10.000 or over, with approximately 
30.000 operating; employes. 


The margin of profit in the opera- 


tion of'taxicabs has always been low 
and with the increase of competition 
it has reached a point, at least in 
Xew York and Chicago, where only 
the fittest could survive. Rates have 
been cut in many cities 
below a 


point which five years ago would 
have snelled ruin. 
CAN'T DODGE INDEPENDENTS 
Just as has been the case in chain 


store development there always will 
be a, large number of Independent 
taxi-cabs operated ''singly and 
in 


groups and there always will be a 
place for operators who establish 
close personal contact' with clients 
or who specialize In certain branch' 
PS of transportation. 
In addition a 


large number of cab companies are 
being absorbed and their 
vehicles 


operated by the street railway com- 
panies in various cities. 


The lowering of rates, Ohowever. 


has made the taxi-cab a factor in 
_American passenger transportation. 
Now the new cab chain expects to 
he in a position to cut costs still 
further by the same methods of buy- 
ing? which have been adopted by the 
chain store corporations. 


The new chain, it is claimed, will 


be the largest consumer of automo- 
biles, tires and gasoline in the world. 
Those supplies will of course be 
bought by one central department 
for vevery subsidiary 
company, so 


that each will receive the benefit of 
this huge volume of bulk purchas 
ing. 
The company claims It will 


therefore be able to offer the travel- 
ing public the cheapest form of mo- 
tor vehicle transportation on a mile 
basis anywhere and will also be in a 
Position to guarantee additional pro 
tection and security to Its patrons 
no matter In what city they are sit 
uated. 


One out-standing fact is that the

HIGH FLAX TARIFF 


So Claim Three Economists 


at University of Wiscon- 
sin 


Madison —(/P)— An increased tar- 


iff on flax would aid the 
grower, 


three economists of the University 
of Wisconsin "said in the; fourth of 
a series of statements dealing with 
the tariff as it affects the farmer. 


While the proposed increased duty 


on flax is arousing both a Canada 
and Argentina, It is pne case in 
which an addition to the present tar- 
iff will help the faimcr, they said. 


The statements are prepared bv 


Profs. B. H. Hibbard, John R. Com- 
mons and Selig Perlman. 


The benefit of a highec-tariff on 


flax^will go chiefly to farmers in the 
states of Xorth Dakota. Minnesota, 
South Dakota and Montana. The 
cost will be borne directly by the 32 
linseed-oil mills at Minneapolis, Buf- 
falo and Xew York, and indirectly 
by the consuming public, the econ- 
omists said. 


"Under the present tariff of 40 


cents a bushel on flaxseed, the an- 
nual total benefit to thc flax grow- 
ers, 1.6 per cent of the farmers of 
the country, is equivalent to $56,444,- 
000, or $63 per farm. Under the pro- 
posed tariff of 84 cents, the benefit 
would be increased to $11,200,000, or 
$106 to the same farmers. 
/ 


"Since flax is imported, the pres- 


ent tariff is effective both as a rev- 
enue-measure and for purposes of 
protection to the local grower. Al- 
Ithough the duty is now 40 cents. 
Western * growers get a benefit of 
only 25 cents per bushel. This Is due 
to the- fact that It costs them ap- 
proximately 15 cents more to get 
their seed to the 
Buffalo 
market 


than it costs their competitors in 
Canada. 


"It is not possible to estimate ex- 


actly hovv much the farmer will get 
if tho tariff is Increased to 84 cents, 
as proposed; but It seems likely that 
he will get at least 25 cents per 
bushel 
additional 
benefit, 
upon 


which basis the preceding estimate 
is made. 


"During the past five years, -we 


have produced 54.2 per cent of the 
total flaxseed used, importing the 
balance from Canada and Agentina. 
Due to the fact that flax cannot be 
grown continuously on each farm, 
thc production cannot be increased 
at a very rapid rate. Thus, unlike 
butter, there is not much likelihood 
that production of flax will be in- 
creased sufficiently to make thc tar- 
iff ineffective."

"A farmer is entitled to an In- 


come from'his labor that will not 
only furnish him with food, shelter 
and clothing for himself and Tils fam- 
ily but also with some of the lux- 
uries of life enjoyed by his city 
cousins and a surplus to provide for 
his old age," declared Father Stein- 
hauer and nobody in the audience 
took exception to his statement. 
"Farmers now are using 
their 


brawn, in the fields in production 
and are permitting others to collect 
the profits of the farms." He used 
is an illustration a farmer selling 
a calf to a dealer for $9 that actual- 
ly was worth 115.00. After freight 
and other charges are paid on the 
calf, thQ dealer gets a profit of $5. 
By selling cooperatively the fanner 
would get this $5 profit. The dealer 
is honest but if ho can buy a calf 
for $9 that is worth $15 he Is justi- 
fied in taking the calf. "If I were 
buying a calf, "I would not be In- 
clined to pay more than a farmer 
asked," he said. 


"But this profit ttiat the dealer 


gets on tho farmer's products Is''the 
direct cause of mortgages on farms, 
the failures of farmers, the lack of 


, conveniences and luxuries on farms, 


and children, leaving the farms." 


As a cure for these Ills, Father 


Steinhauer 
proposed 
cooperative 


• marketing of farm.products, and the 
^education of farm children in agri- 
culture. 
"If the farmer gets the farm relief 


lie needs he will get it through his 
combined intelligent and efforts and 
not through legislation. It would 
take congressmen years to read and 
understand the volumes now before 
congress on farm relief." 


START IX SCHOOLS 


To lay a foundation for reliable 


farm relief Father Steinhauer would 
'have the principles of cooperative 
marketing taught m the schools. 
"Pupils must be taught that farm- 
ing is a fundamental occupation," 
said the speaker, "that it requires 
better training than most occupa- 
tions, and that by proper manage- 
ment, it can be made very 
profit- 


able." 


He advised all farmers to hang on- 


to their cheese factories and to sell 
their cheese through the cheese fed- 
eration. - 


"Tho National Cheese Producers' 


Federation has proved to the world 
that farmers can cooperate in the 
marketing of dairy products," said 
Mr. Swoboda. "It had demonstrated 
that farmers can find a market for 
their products. It has produced 
more quality cheese than all oilier 
agencies combined. 


Mr. Swoboda gave the history of 


tho growth of the federation and 
what it has accomplished in the past 
fifteen years.

refused to reconsider the vote by 
which It previously advanced the 
Budlong'bill allowing: tho railroad 
commission discretion on the public 
benefits from beauty of a dam site 
before allowing construction of a 
dam. 


The original bill by Assemblyman 


Charles A. Budlong would have pro- 
hibited erection of a dam on the riv- 
er there, but a substitute amendment 
was introduced, 
eliminating 
this 


specific prohibition and 
providing 


that the railroad commission should 
have authority to prohibit erection 
of a power dam where such a dam 
would destroy scenic beauty. Bud- 
long then introduced an amendment 
to the substitute amendment setting 
up the specific Wolf river prohibition' 
against power dams and'this amend- 
ment and the substitute amendment 
was engrossed. 


After the legislative recess, the 


vote by which the Budlong amend- 
ment was adopted was reconsidered 
and the amendment was then killed
